EGYPT. 

Cairo, .July 1. — Colonel Kitchener has 
returned to Aasunai.

FRANCE. 
Toulon, July 1.— Six deaths frmii chol- 
era between six last night and noon to- 
day. 

— Deaths from 
cholera here to day numbered four. The 
rush from the oity continues. 

CHINA. 

Paris, June 29 —A dispatch to. the 
Temps from Hai Phong Buys hostilities 
against Lang Son have been resumed. A 
river transport has heen sont to Stiong 
Thong to biing tho wounded to Hmut und 
Hai Phong. 

NEW YORK. 
Ithaca, N. Y., July J. — After an ex- 
ceeding hot day a rain und hail storm ter- 
rific in force was gathering all afternoon. 
It Btruck tho village to-night. The water 
tell in sheets, flooding the atroets. The 
principal Btreets are tilled with fallen 
trees. There was great alarm, but no 
lives lost. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Emporium, la., July 1.— This morning 
grime freight cars camo in collision with a 
number of coal oil cars standing on ,i aide 
track at Driftwood. The oil caught tire 
and fifteen buildings, mostly business 
places, were destroyed. Loss, §65,000; 
insurance, $20,000. 

Chicago, July 1. — Allan Pinkerton, the 
famous detective, died at 3:10 this after 
noon. 

Davenport, Juno 29. — Stephens, the 
bicyclist, ie making a trip across the con- 
tinent, arrived in this oily yesterday. lie 
loft San Francisco on the 22nd of April 
and expects to arrive at New York in four 
wuoka. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, June 29. — Tho action 
of the Central Pacific Railroad Company 
in their financial affairs, which haa caused 
go much talk during tho past fow days, is 
bolioved to have reference to tho Colton 
ciibo now on trial at Santa Rosa. Evidence 
recently brought forward is strongly in 
Mrs. Colton'a favor and it is tho opinion of 
lawyers that alio will win tho suit. If so 
it will be tho basis of another auit which 
when won in its turn will compel the Cen- 
tral Pacific peoplo to make over some- 
where between four and six millions to 
Crocker's heirs. It ia thought that Crock- 
er and his associates will throw the Con 
tral Pacific into bankruptcy to defeat tho 
execution of such a decree, and that the 
recent movements area part of this scheme. 
Partisans of Mrs. Colton claim that tho 
railroad magnates will ainiply have their 
troubles for thoir pains and that in any 
event they will bo held responsible and 
rnado to disgorge. 

ENGLAND. 
Lonkoh, June 2'J.— Tho prevalence of 
the dynamite scare is again demonstrated 
by the extraordinary precautions which 
have been ordered to secure the safety of 
Queon Victoria and Princess Hoatrico in 
their approaching journoy from Balmoral 
to Windsor Castle. The special tram in 
which her majesty ia to travel will be pro- 
ceeded throughout the journey by a pilot 
-engine to see that tho track is free from 
obstruol ions and to remove any that may 
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be placed upon it. During tho progress of 
the journey tho public will be rigidly ex- 
cluded from all stations along the line, and 
no assemblages will bo permitted at any 
of the railway crossings, especially in tho 
cities. All trams going in the direction 
opposite to that of tho Queen will como to 
a full stop on the approach of tho royal 
train, and will remain stationary until 
that train has passed to avoid tho possi- 
bility of a collision. In order to make tho 
clearing of the stations- and the interrup- 
tion of truthc as little burdensome to tho 
public as possible the Queen will make tho 
journey at night arriving at Windsor 
Castle in time for an early breakfast. 

London, J uno '.iO — The new steam yacht 
of Baron Nathaniel RetliBohild is rapidly 
approaching completion, and her builders 
expect to launch hor early next month.

ALSACE-LORRAINE. 
London, Juno 30 Field Mashal Baron 
Yon Manteuftol, governor of Alsace-Lor- 
raine, lias begun a vigorous and relentless 
warfare against .-.0011111801 111 that province. 
He has dissolved a number of working- 
men's associations, evening schools and 
benefit societies, charging that they were 
vehicles for the propagation of s eialtstic 
doctrines, and were, 111 fact, nor.tonn.-i and 
hot bods of sedition . Among the benefit 
organizations thus suppressed is the Gor- 
mania Benevolent Society, and as its mem- 
bers are almost all Germans much surprise 
and indignation is expressed at its sup- 
pression. The measures for the suppres- 
sion of socialism have ulsu extended to the 
expulsion from the province of two work- 
men named Diebel and Troedler. The 
specific charge against these men is that 
they have been endeavoring to secure the 
election to tho German reichatag of llorr 

who ia now a member of the Saxony diet 
The severity of those measures forms a 
marked contrast to the liberality which

THE QUARANTINE BUILDINGS. 

Tho detention of the Mexico und the 
lack of all quarantine requirements baa 
demonstrated tho necessity of at oncu pro- 
vidiiiu buildings that will accommodate 
the sick and healthy passengers of a quar- 
antined ship. Tho building proposed to 
bo erected by tho government is a hos- 
pital that will accommodate fifty patients, 
but no provision is being mado for tho 
passonuors who are in good health; so 
that in the event of another quarantine 
occurring, the passengors would still huvo 
to remain on board tho vessel. Tho build- 
ing of a hospital merely for tho sick would 
thus not meet the case ; and it is 
absolutely necessary for the proper quar- 
antining of a ship supposed to bo or in- 
fected with a malignant disease that build- 
ings for tho accommodation of all on 
board be erected. The matter of build- 
ing the hospital is delayed for some rea- 
son or other, although the selection of a 
site was mado on the Indian reserve at 
Esquimalt and tho contract given out.

The communication stated that tho cor- 
poration, under section 70 of tho municipal 
act, 1881, and according to the assessed 
value of tho real estate of the municipality, 
computed on an average taken from the 
assessment roll for the two years antece- 
dent to 1884, tho city could borrow $280,- 
000; but of this $48,000 had already 
been raised, leaving only 8240,000. The 
best way to get a loan would be to open a 
list, and allow persons to subscribe for 
any amount in sums of not leas than 
$1,000. Assuming that the corporation 
wish to burrow §240,000, bearing Interest 
at 5 percent., and calculating the sinking 
fund at o per cent, for 20 years, the an- 
nual amount required for the interest and 
sinking fund would be $20,932, as follows: 
Interest at 5 per cent., 812,000; sinking 
fund, $8,9:11 — which amount Would be 
equal to six-eighths of the present revenue 
derived from real estate; anil, adding the 
interest and sinking fund of present loans, 
$18,109, to the above figures, the aggre - 
gate would exceed the present, revenue 
from real estate by §10,000. lie recom- 
mended that the council only borrow 
sufficient for present necessities, such as 
water-works, lockup, etc., and that at the 
next meeting of tho legislature they ;>ro 
euro a special act tu secure money for 
sewerage by a loan. 

Laid over for one week. 

WOOl.HX MILL. 

The special committee on the woolen 
mill recommended that 1,000 gallons uf 
water per day be allowed free and that the 
bylaw be altered tu a mill of ten looms, 
and that Mr. Brandall be allowed twelve 
months to got the mill in working order.

THE WELLINGTON DISASTER. 

FUNERAL Ol- THE VICTIMS. 

(Exclusive to The Colonist ) 

N' a n a i .mo, July 2. 
The funeral of tho victims of the Wel- 
lington disaster took place to day. There 
were nine of them Catholics, who recoived 
thorites of that church, seven Italians and 
two Irishmen. Two Oddfellows, John linos 
and Michael Wilkinson, were buried by 
the impressive riteB of that order. One 
Knight of Pythias, Christopher Hoakins, 
WU8 buried by the members of tho Wei 
liimton Lodge.

North Wellington mine, half a tnilo dis- 
tant, were not aware of the explosion un- 
til their ascent for (he noonday meal. 
The noise made by the explosion was ter- 
ritic, and was fell for a considerable dis- 
tance. 

Souio narrow escapes are chronicled, 
one man having a close call, two others 
who were working alongside of him being 
instantly killed. Two brothers who had 
only boon working a few days were bolh 
killed. 

The following is an account given it by 
the Nanaiino Free Press of Tuesday : 

The explosion of gas in tho South Wel- 
lington Colliery of Ft. DunsiiHiir iV Sons 
early yesterday morning was the most dis- 

vicinily. Twenty-three of our fellow be- 
ings have been hurled into sterility with- 
out a moment 'a not ice. 

The expluaion was fid l for a long nay 
around and the greatest force of the ex- 
plosion wont towards No. i or blutfshafi, 
and sovural men in that direction barely 
escaped with their lives. The fearful loss 
of life for this district has cast quite a 
gloom over the community at large and 
the deepest sympathy id expressed tor 
those who have been so suddenly and lin - 
espectedly deprived of husbands, parents 
and brothers. Exploring parties were at 
once instituted under tho leadership of 
Mr. J. Brydon, manager, and several 
overmen, and every effort made to save 
those who might bo living and to recover 
thb bodies of those supposed to he killed. 
The largo volume of afterdamp encount- 
ered showed conclusively that the explo- 
sion hail been a very severe one, and that 
it was impossible fur life to exist ill such 
an at mosphero. 

The news did not reach town till ten 
o'cluck, and on word being sent to the 
mines of the Vancouver Coal Company 
theolHciala and miners proceeded at. "ii.'e 
to the liceue of the disaster to render what 
assistance they could. Owing to the caves 
and displacement of timber it may take 
some days to get out the bodies. Fifteen 
bodies were recovered up to a late hour 
yesterday afternoon, some of whom had 
been suffocated by the afterdamp. The

James M. Ross, a prumieut hotel-keep- 
er, was arrested last night f :>r forging Mark 
Fortune's name.

Ho 
was released on bail. 

The loss by the Fort Arthur tire is S25,-

Ottawa, June 22. — Mr. L. A. Senoeal 
was here to-day on business connected 
with the Richelieu it Ontario Navigation 
Company.
